‘COWARDLY ACT OF 
TERROR KILLS EIGHT 


Uzbekistan native, officials say, steered truck onto bike path near 9/11 site 


NEW YORK (AP) — A man ina rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedestrians 
and cyclists along a busy bike path near 
the World Trade Center memorial Tues- 
day, killing at least eight and seriously 
injuring 11 in what the mayor called “a 
particularly cowardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdomen 
by police after jumping out of the truck 
with what turned out to be a fake gun in 
each hand and shouting what witnesses 
said was “Allahu akbar,” Arabic for “God 
is great,” authorities said. The man un- 
derwent surgery and was in critical con- 
dition but was expected to survive. 

Officials identified the attacker as 
29-year-old Sayfullo Saipov and said he 
is from Uzbekistan and came to the U.S. 
legally in 2010. The officials said Saipov 
has a Florida driver’s license and may 
have been staying in New Jersey. A 
family friend described roots he had in 
Ohio, where he lived before and was a 
commercial truck driver. 

Uber confirmed Tuesday night that 
Saipov was one of its drivers. 

The sunny fall day along the Hudson 
River erupted in chaos just around the

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Advocates 
for streetcar 
olve project 
anew push 


Freshly formed group says 
streetcar line connecting 
midtown and downtown is 
key to economic growth

A new organization, Modern 
Streetcar Advocates, is launching 
an effort today to build public sup- 
port for an Omaha streetcar. 

The people behind the push be- 
lieve the idea has more backers 
than previously thought. They think 
much of the opposition is based on 
a lack of information. And they 
hope more people will support the 
idea once they understand the case 
for creating Omaha’s first modern 
streetcar line, through midtown 
and downtown Omaha. 

“A lot of people are really enthu- 
siastic about the idea of a streetcar 
here in Omaha,” said Jay Lund, a 
principal of GreenSlate Devel- 
opment and a leader of Modern 
Streetcar Advocates. “But some 
people have formed an opinion 
about the streetcar without having 
access to any information.” 

Omaha’s public conversation 
about the streetcar has gone quiet 
since spring, when it was a hot top- 
ic in the city’s mayoral race. Many 
people have viewed a streetcar line 
as an expensive frill that wouldn’t be 
used, a novelty that would take city 
money away from other needs such 
as street repair and maintenance. 
But the idea has not gone away. 

The group was to launch a web- 
site today, ModernStreetcarAdvo- 
cates.org, with information about 
studies that led to the concept of 
a streetcar through downtown and 
midtown Omaha, success stories 
from other cities such as Kansas 
City and projected economic bene- 
fits. The group is working with the 
Omaha marketing firm Emspace. 

The modern streetcar would not 
be the old-timey tourist trolley that 
many people imagine, said Mike 
Moylan, whose Shamrock Devel- 
opment leads the new Capitol Dis- 
trict redevelopment in downtown 
Omaha. Instead, he said, it would 
be an economic development tool 
that would form an important part 
of a wider transportation plan for 
all of metropolitan Omaha. 

A streetcar “is going to increase 
the tax base,” Moylan said. “It’s

Ernst aims to end tax break 
for members of Congress 


Savings wouldn’t be much, 
but senator says SQUEAL 
Act sends a message

WASHINGTON — Sen. Joni 
Ernst, R-Iowa, wants to include a 
bit of tax pain for Congress itself 
in the Republican tax package. 

Ernst unveiled legislation Tues- 
day that would eliminate Capitol 
Hill lawmakers’ ability to deduct 
up to $3,000 in living expenses in 
Washington, D.C. 

“To achieve the ultimate goal of 
lowering tax rates for hardwork- 
ing families and businesses, Con- 
gress is going to have to eliminate 
various loopholes and deductions 


in our outdated tax code,” Ernst 
said in a press release. “Congress 
should lead by example and offer 
up its own unnecessary tax break.” 

This bill comes after Ernst re- 
cently reintroduced legislation 
to trim perks enjoyed by former 
presidents. 

The budget savings from either 
proposal represent tiny drops in 
the ocean that is the $20 trillion na- 
tional debt, but Ernst has defend- 
ed such measures as symbolically 
important. 

She has dubbed her new legisla- 
tion the Stop Questionable, Unneces- 
sary and Excessive Allowances for 
Legislators — or SQUEAL — Act. 

That title refers to an early 
Ernst campaign ad that went viral, 
helping launch her onto the nation- 
al political radar.
